‘Mr. Murphy “Comes Back.” 


HE O'Farrell dinner supplies 

an occasion for bringing back 
from forgotten times the once 
widely known name—Charles 
Webb Murphy, former owner of 
the Chicago Cubs in the days of 
I’rank Chance. Murphy will be 
toastmaster at the O'Farrell din- 
ner. 

Murphy is now a millionahre 
made so by one purchase that 
put over for himself and Charles 
Taft of Cincinnati. 

In 1905 they bought the Chi- 
cago Cubs for $105,000—the 
greatest baseball “buy” in the 
history of the game. 

The Cubs at that time were 
just about to blossom, although 
nobody knew it outside of Frank 
Selee, the team’s manager (then 
ill with tuberculosis), and one 
or two observing baseball men. 
Murphy, then secretary to Taft, 
recommended the purchase and 
put some of his own money into 
the venture. 

That team. led by Frank 
Chance, won four pennants and 
two world championships. When 
Murphy finally sold out he and 
his partner split about $1, 090,- 
000, the sale price. 

Murphy retired from the game 
with his fortune. He was one of 
the few men who refused to give 
Chance credit for being a ‘“‘peer- 
less leader’ and f'nally he let 
Chance go. 

Murphy's judgment apparently 
was borne out by subsequent 
failure of Chance both at New 
York and Boston.
